It is but Just to you, my fellow citizens, and to myself to re- 
mind those who are aware of the fact, and to inform others, that 
I accepted the office to which you elected me last Spring, with the 
distinet understanding that it would be impossible for me person- 
ally to supervise all the Schools of our Town, or to discharge all 
the duties usually incumbent on the chief School officer. 

The work which 1 have been unable to do, however, has been 
satisfactorily accomplished, so far as I know. It has fallen to me 
to examine the applicants for schools, and tor the most part I 
have found them well qualified tor their important work. It is but 
just that T should make special mention of Mrs. Cox and Miss 
Pulsifer, in this connection. A mark of 100% would have been 
none to high for their examinations. 

An unfortunate incident occurred in selecting a teacher for the 
True School. It ts not nevessary to explain the matter in detail. 

Suffice it to say that the dificulty arose im consequence of mis- 
understanding on part of the applicant, which doubtless seemed 
to her to justify her and her friends in the course she took. 

My visits have been confined to the Elm, the Worthen, the 
Prescott and the Squam Bridge Schools. 

Miss Kimball taught the Spring term of the Elm School. 

This lady gave evidence ‘of superior qualification for her work 
and her pupils exhibited improvement at my second visit. 

Miss Lena McLeod taught the Fall term and seemed enthusias- 
tic in developing aue intellects of her pupils and in arousing in 
them the spirit of patri iotism. : 

It afforded me not a little pleasure to assemble with the children 
and their parents around the old brick school house, on a fine 
autumnal day in the latter part of October, and spread to the winds 
of heaven our country’s emblem of sovereignty. | Much credit is 
due Miss McLeod for her activity in this affair. 

It was rarely good fortune for the children in the Worthen dis- 
trict that Miss Pulsifer was assigned to them. 

The good promise of successful work afforded by thislady’s ex- 
amination was abundantly fulfilled ; and I have naught but praise 
to say of her teaching ability.

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This School was taught by Miss Dora Ames in the autumn. 
Although it was her first attempt at teaching Miss Ames. suc- 

ceeded admirably. = The benefit of recent instruction in the High 

School at Plymouth was apparent, and while it would be unrea- 

sonable to expect the results which experience alone can give, 

Miss Ames is deserving of merited approval. 

The Prescott School was in the hands of my colleague, Mrs. 
Willoughby both terms. I was not able to visit it until late in 
the autumn, when I found that efficient was being done. 

The pupils of this school should ‘*gird up the loins of their 
mind” and make the most of their opportunities. 

It remains for me to speak of the Squam Bridge School. We 
were fortunate in securing for this school a gentleman of several 
years’ experience in teaching and a graduate of the State Normal 
School. He was highly recommended both by Dr. Rounds and 
by Mr. Burleigh and several people of the district have told me 
personally that they had never had a better school. 

At both my visits, in the spring and in the autumn, I founnd 
excellent discipline maintained, but I must contess some disappoint 
-ment in the appearance of the classes and at the ignorance of the 
subjects they were pursuing. 

The teacher assured me that this was Que to their timidity, 
which was doubtless true in part; but it is also true that well in- 
structed pupils will be able to tell what they know. 

Touching the use of the School house for religious purposes, I 
have this to say: as soon as I ascertained that a vote had pre- 
vailed in tavor of this usuage I instructed the teacher to allow the 
building to be opened both for Sunday and for evenmg meetings, 
on condition that the parties interested should leave it in a tidy 
condition as they found it. 

To this report let me add my hope that increased interest may 
be taken in the education of the children and youth of Holderness, 
and that good and efficient teachers may be secured for the coming 
year.
